Many of the counties of Cali-j 
fornia, with C. E. Grier of Upland, | 
chairman of the county board of 
supervisors, acting president of 
the State Supervisors association, | 
last week urged that Gov.

TELLS OF YOUTH PROBLEM 





Abolition of Religion, Destruc- 
tion of Government Com- 
munistic Objects 





The secretary of the bureau of 
investigation in the sheriff's office 
of Los Angeles county, Edwin 
Green, today sounded a warning 
against the ‘insidious monster of 
communism.” Mr. Green address- 
ed the Upland Rotary club today 
noon at their meeting at the Up- 
land Inn. 
in which communism works, how 
their propaganda is spread in our 
colleges, churches and even in the 
“little red school house.” 

Mr. Green gave 
objects of communism as follows: 
The abolition of religion, equal dis- 
tribution of wealth 
down and destruction of govern- 
ment. He further stated commun- 
ists have concentrated their ef- 
forts on California, which with Ne- 
vada and Arizona form what they 
call the 13th district for operations 
in the United States. In Los An- 
geles alone there are 128 com- 


| munistic societies, Mr. Green said, 


and they own their club house. 
They take boys at the age of 6 
years and begin their nefarious 
propaganda by taking them into 
the Young Pioneers society. At 
the age of 15 to 21 they may be- 
long to the Young Communistic 
society and are advanced through 
different stages of the propaganda. 
However, not many are taken in- 
to actual membership as commun- 
ists, it being the plan, if they 
should get hold of this country like 
they did Russia, to divide up prop- 
erty among the few and the ma- 
jority get nothing.

on the youth problem, created to} 


large extend by broken homes and 
parents who do not take proper 
interest in their children. Many 
of these drift into crime and are 
made dupes by the seasoned un- 
derworld criminals. He also noted 
the great menace of the scientific 
criminal, many of whom are 
liant young men from colleges.
